in other localities. Even the most 
ardent segregationists in the land, 
though bitterly opposed to such 
ruling, now recognize that racial- 
ly segregated public schools are 
not. permitted by law. Even the 
Legislature of Georgia and of oth- 
er states recognize that the ruling 
of the United States Supreme 
Court constitutes the law on this 
question, and the various legisla- 
tures for some years have been 
passing laws in order to meet the 
problems created by such deci- 
sions. The validity of such laws 
is. not now before this court for) 
a decision. This court cannot at. 
this time make any other ruling | 
except a ruling to the effect that 
the operation of racially segre- | 
gated public schools in Atlanta 
violates the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the United States Con- 
stitution. To make any other rul- 
ing would only add to the confu- 
sion which already exists in the 
minds of so many of our good citi- 
zens, and to build up in the 
breasts of our citizens hopes of 
escape which would soon be torn 
to shreds by rulings of our appel- 
late courts on review. This court 
feels that any such ruling could 
accomplish no good, but only 
cause irreparable harm to our 
state and her people.” 


Great Contribution 


This portion of the ruling, here 
given at some length, is a great 
contribution to common _ sense. 
The two Southern judges are both 
highly respected natives of the 
state where their decision applies. 


In calm judicial language they 
rebuked those extremists, in and 
ous of politics, who have for so 
lopg. deliberately deceived the 
pedple by ‘building up false hope 
of gvoiding the processes of law. 
From the moment the Supreme 
Court ruled in 1954 there has been 
only one possible decision for the 
states to make. They can accept 
the provisions for slow change, 
or close the public school sys- 
tem. But in obeying a state does 
not have to flood its schools ‘with 
Negro children. It can, when it 
alee up its mind to have public 
schools, screen pupils and keep in- 
tegration at a minimum.

LONDON—The royal and civil 
heads of Britain Friday welcomed 
650 representatives of the North 
Atlantic Treaty nations who have 
assembled to reaffirm the unity 
of their alliance and strengthen it 
against the military, political and 
economic stresses of the future. 


Opening a ceremony in West- 
minster Hall, Queen Elizabeth II 
struck the keynote of the Atlantic 
Congress with her hope that, whén 
it ends next Wednesday, ‘“‘the 
people of the Atlantic community 
will be one step nearer to a prac- 
tical system of cooperation.”

Decision’s Here; 
What Comes Next? 


The ruling yesterday that school seg- 
regation in Atlanta schools is illegal cer- 
tainly came as no surprise. Few had ex- 
pected anything else in view of the long 
series of similar decisions elsewhere in 
the wake of the Supreme Court’s 1954 
ruling. 

Judge Frank Hooper, who accepted 
responsibility for the ruling of the two- 
judge tribunal, said it did not mean the 
court would order immediate integration 
of Atlanta schools to the end they “must 
be integrated or else close by September, 
1959.” He made it clear, though, that At- 
lanta must come up with a plan. 

The judge said he was bound by the 
Supreme Court decision and could rule 
no other way than that “racially segre- 
gated public schools are not permitted by 
law.” The order pointed out a fact which 
eVeryone should recognize. Any other rul- 
ing, as the courts have shown repeatedly. 
“would soon be torn to shreds by rulings 
of our appellate courts in review.” 

“This court feels,” he added, “that 
any such ruling could accomplish no good 
but only cause irreparable harm to our 
state and her people.” 

So the actuality Atlanta and Georgia 
have dreaded is here. There will be fur- 
ther legal action, of course. We pray with 
Gov. Vandiver that the effects of the rul- 
ing will not be that of interrupting Geor- 
gia’s public school program in September. 
Final decisions still must be made by the 
courts. 7 

It would be a grave mistake, how- 
ever, not to face facts. The decision ulti- 
mately means under Georgia law—as 
written into the State Constitution—that 
state funds will be denied any school 
ordered integrated. Whether this will ap- 
ply to the entire Atlanta district or to in- 
dividual schools is still a legal point which 
must be established. 

Faced with this prospect, Mayor 
Hartsfield repeated his appeal to the 
Georgia Legislature to let Atlantans “de- 
cide the fate of their own schools and the 
future of their own children.” Surely it 
would be better to seek ways to adjust 
and to minimize effects of the ruling than 
to close the public schools to Atlanta’s 
113,000 children. 

As many attorneys and others have 
pointed out, closing of Atlanta schools 
eventually would mean closing those of 
the entire state. No amount of soothing 
words or angry disclaimers will change 
the ultimate prospect. Most state leaders 
know it and must face up to it. 

Judge Hooper, in effect, suggested one 
solution. Some sort of pupil-placement 
plan might provide a basis, he said, for a 
contention that each child’s case must be 
considered individually. 

Local option with pupil-placement 
provisions is the solution adopted by sev- 
eral states and it has worked satisfac- 
torily and in accord with the courts. 

The Atlanta court has not ordered im- 
mediate integration. Apparently Georgia 
will be given time to find alternatives. 
If integration is ordered before such plans 
go into effect, Atlanta schools in all 
probability will close. All of our ra- 
tionalizing cannot change that unpleasant 
fact.

Long’s Mental Iliness 
Poses Public Problem 


Gov. Earl Long of Louisiana is in a 
psychiatric hospital suffering from a 
mental disturbance from which he is 
given a chance to recover. 


His mental illness points up a prob- 
lem. 


What protection does the public have 
when a governor, a judge or any indi- 
vidual occupying an elective office which 
carries with it great personal power be- 
comes mentally sick? : 


The presidency is another office where 
the problem exists. During Woodrow 
Wilson’s term, some Republicans spread 
the word he was mentally incompetent 
and even forced appointment of a com- 
mittee to visit him. He received them 
and by his astuteness of mind made them 
appear fools. 


But the problem remains and js a 
national one. It is not so serious when 
it occurs in a legislature or in Congress. 
But a mentally afflicted governor can 
do great harm, as Gov. Long seemingly 
did. 

The onset of mental illness is not 
quickly seen. For a time it may pass 
as mere eccentricity. .It comes and goes. 
It is perhaps an even worse problem 
when it occurs in the judiciary. Bad de- 
cisions by judges who are in the process 
of mental deterioration, for example, 


might be so sustained by technicalities.

reversed even though made by a sick 
man. 


At any rate, Gov. Long’s mental 
breakdown after a considerable period 
when his behavior was noted as “un- 
usual” poses a general dilemma which 
is cause for public concern. 


The Same Old Story: 
Hike in Debt Ceiling 


The old familiar story —raising the 
ceiling on the national debt—is up for an 
inevitable repeat performance. It likely 
will be increased by as much as 13 billion 
dollars to cover the year’s deficit and to 
make up for the expiring 5-billion-dollar 
extension voted for the current year. 

Without this temporary extension, the 
statutory debt limit today is 283 billion. 
Today it is well over that figure, making 
congressional action mandatory. 


The Treasury knows the debt ceiling 
must be raised and President Eisenhower 
has indicated he will ask Congress shortly 
that it be done. 


It is obvious to anyone who can read 
today’s bond market figures that the defi- 
cit cannot be financed without increasing 
or abolishing the-present 4% per cent 
interest ceiling on government bonds 
which run more than five years. Unless 
it is lifted, the Treasury faces a near- 
disastrous situation. 


Meanwhile, the Federal Reserve is 
trying again to hold back another infla- 
tion breakthrough by increasing interest 
rates. 

All of which means that servicing 
personal and government debts is going 
to cost more money. And in the case of 
government, added costs of servicing 
could add further to the deficit. 

No one can foresee where this vicious 
circle will end. The debt-ceiling problem 
must be faced. 

Some day Congress also may face up 
to the fact that we cannot forever con- 
tinue to spend money without collecting 
revenues to match appropriations. Unless 
it does, today’s 48-cent dollar conceivably 
might shrink to nothing.

This is what makes the South- 
erners uncomfortable, as _ they 
are caught between powerful pres- 
sures both from within the Sen- 
ate and from back home. 

As for the “back home” angle, 
it is an open secret here that 
textile interests of the South are 
pressuring their senators to vote 
for Strauss’ confirmation. On the 
other hand, the public power 
folks back home don’t like Strauss 
because of his involvement in the 
Dixon-Yates scandal of a few 
years ago. 

But the dilemma Southerners 
are in is this. When civil rights 
legislation hits the floor of the 
Senate this summer, Dixie forces 
will need all the help they can 
get from conservative Republi- 
cans and Western Democrats. 

The Western Democrats, advo- 
cates of public power, are lead- 
ing the fight on Strauss. And they 
want Southern support in return 
for votes against a tough civil 
rights bill. GOP conservatives are 
in the same position. 

This puts the Southerners squar- 
ely in the middle in one of those 
situations where they are damned 
if they do and damned if they 
don’t. 

As a result the Dixie senators 
are, for the most part, keeping 
their mouths shut and trying to 
figure out how to vote. For in- 
stance, Sens. Russell and Tal- 
madge both have said they are 
ord of the Strauss hearings be- 


ite 
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fore they make up their minds. 

In the end it seems likely the 
Southerners will deliberately split 
on the issue in hopes of alienat- 
ing neither the Western Demo- 
crats nor the Republican conserv- 
atives for the civil rights struggle 
ahead. 

Incidentally, it now appears that 
a Senate judiciary subcommittee 
considering civil rights legislation 
will report out a fairly moderate 
bill instead of a tough one de- 
signed to enforce school integra- 
tion in the South. 

A subcommittee source, who 
favors a strong bill, admitted the 
other day that a tough measure 
lacks a majority vote of that 
panel. He said the prospect is for 
a bill to extend the civil rights 
commission, set up a federal con- 
ciliation agency, empower the 
attorney general to obtain vot- 
ing records and possibly to pro- 
vide some federal money to en- 
courage school desegregation in 
places like Atlanta. It also would 
include anti-bombing legislation. 

Two members. of the subcom- 
mittee, Sens. Hennings ‘D-Mo) 
and Carroll (D-Col) are likely to 


be the only members favoring a -

Decision of Moses 


Was Difficult One ‘ 


One of the most influential figures in all 
human history is Moses. When we consider the | 
scope of his life, the measure of his mind and Fs 
the strength and fortitude of his character, we are like! 


that the word which best describes him is “magnificent.” But the 


greatness of Moses did not come 
product of a lifetime. 

As a child his life was endan- 
gered because of the ruthless op- 
pression of the Hebrew people by 
the Egyptian overlords. His moth- 
er, hoping above all else to save 
her son, devised a wonderful idea 
by which he might be spared. 
She put him in a basket and 
placed him near the spot where 
the Pharaoh's daughter bathed. 
The young woman saw the child 
and adored him. She took the 
baby back to the palace and 
Moses grew up amid all the lux- 
uries which the Egyptian court 
provided. 

In time Moses learned his 
identity and that he was indeed 
a child of Hebrew parents. Three 
courses of action were open to 
him. First, he might forget that 
he was Hebrew and so continue to 
flourish within the court while his 
people languished without. Sec- 
ond, he might keep the truth of 
his identity from the Egyptians 
but reveal it to the people of his 
race. In this way he should énjoy 
the life and privileges of the pal- 
ace without endangering himself 
or sharing the tribulations of the 
Hebrews. Third, he might declare 
himself to be a Hebrew, renounce 
the prerogatives of the household 
of the Pharaoh and then become 
one with the tears and hopes of 
his people. 

Dr. Theodore P. Ferris, rector

in a day. His greatness was the 


before Moses: “Imagine, if you’ 
can, a modern American counse]l-: 
ing Moses at the time when he 
was trying to make that difficult. 
decision, 
which of the three courses he 
would take. If you can imagine 
such a thing, the advice might 
run something like this: When 
you were a baby you had a lucky 
break; you didn’t ask for it, you 
didn’t do anything at all to bring 
it about; it was laid in your lap; 
Don’t be a fool; don’t throw it 
away. Your people are slaves, a 
miserable minority group under 
the thumb of the richest masters 
in the world. They will always be 
slaves. There is nothing that you 
can possibly do about it.

He would have 
lived within an environment of 
resplendent grandeur. He would 
have been admired by everyone 
but he would have hated himself. 
He could never have escaped 
from himself. Of all men in Egypt 
he would surely have been the 
most miserable. 


Why Go to Summit 


Under Ultimatum? 


WASHINGTON—No wonder the Soviets did 
not want a meeting of the foreign ministers. 
Having his heart set on the summit, Premier 


Khrushchev was opposed to letting the foreign ministers meet at all 
hecause he knew that he wasn’t going to let Gromyko agree to any- 
thing. Naturally he wanted to avoid showing his unwillingness to 
negotiate seriously in advance of the summit. 


This is exactly why the West 
insisted that the conference of 
the foreign ministers was neces- 
sary (1) to find out if any agree- 
ments of any kind to ease ten- 
sions could be had and (2) to de- 
termine whether there is any 
basis for believing that a summit 
meeting could do anything useful. 

So far the Geneva conference 
has run to form — unproductive 
talk. 


This doesn’t mean the Western 
ambassadors ought to pull up 
stakes. The Soviets are in no 
hurry and they are using one of 
their now familiar and sometimes 
successful tactics. They know 
free-world opinion yearns for a 
more peateful, less tension-laden 
world. They figure that if they 
are unyielding long enough, we 
will fretfully offer “to give up 
something for nothing. This is 
exactly what they are after. | 
agree that we ought to sit it out 
to the end with the Russians be- 
cause it will only be at the end 
that there may be a smitch of a 
chance of real give-and-take both 
ways.

Their con- 
cession is that they will drop their 
gun if we will do what they want 
peaceably! ’ 

This is a perfect illustration of 
how the Soviets use the interna- 
tional conference as a means of 
carrying forward the cold war. 

There could be a break in this 
deadlock. But it is not in sight. 

Unless Geneva unexpectedly 
reaches an interim solution te 
West Berlin, it seems to me that 
the minimum basis for the sum- 
mit is an agreement that neither 
side will take any onesided ac- 
tion to disturb the present Berlin 
arrangement so that a new agree- 
ment can be negotiated free of 
crisis. This pledges us to con- 
tinued negotiation. This guaran- 
tees against an ultimatum. If the 
Soviets refuse this much, what 
chance jis there that the summit 
would produce anything?
